M anager Of Dump 
Makes His Report 


Last year, earth excavated from 
the city dump was sold by the city 
at $1.50 per load, the buyer fur­ 
nishing the truck: the city receiv­ 
ed a total q/ $1,910 for the surplus 
earth disposed of in this way. 
Several years ago the city pur­ 
chased the tract of 16 acres locat­ 
ed south of the M. Hariim Co. fer­ 
tilizer plant for $8 ,0 0 0 . 
Sale of earth the past 
year 
amounted to 25 percent of the total 
cost of the grounds, it was pointed, 
out by City Manager James F. 
Parkinson. 
Cost of moving the earth from 
the deep trenches and loading it 
was nearly the same amount, but 
this expense would have been about 
the same if the earth had not been 
sold, so it is figured the city is 
ahead nearly $2 , 0 0 0 on the trans­ 
action for the year. 
Much of the earth removed is not 
required to fill the trenches cut 
to receive material for the dump, 
which is piled in, crushed as much 
as possible, and then a layer of 
earth put over it. 
As the fill progresses the sur 
face is left level, and all refuse is 
covered over to a considerable 
depth.

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American Workers GainsBelieCommunism 


It is a basic prem ise of Com m unism 
that capitalism murderously exploits the 
m asses of working people, and 
1 educes 
them to the dullest of clods with barely 
enough of the material things of life to 
keep body and soul together. Thus, Marx 
and Engels wrote, in The Communist 
Manifesto: “The work of the proletarians 
has lost all individual character, and. 
consequently all charm for the workmen, 
He becomes an appendage of the m a­ 
chine, and it is only the most simple, 
most monotonous, and most easily ac­ 
quired knack, that is required of him. 
Hence, the cost of production of a work­ 
man is restricted . . . to the means of sub­ 
sistence that he requires for his main­ 
tenance. and for the propagation of his 
race ” 
This quotation precedes a recent article 
in Newsweek entitled “The Union Man.*' 
The article s purpose is to give a picture 
of the kind of person who will “help to 
determine the course of labor-manage- 
ment relations in the United States during 
the next decade or two.” For, it is obvi­ 
ous, the powers-that-be in the newly-join­ 
ed AFL-CIO labor organization won’t get 
far unless they earn the approval of the 
15.000,000 union members. 
To sit for the picture, Newsweek chose 
a 32-year-old layout inspector in a plant of 
one of the major auto manufacturers. He 
isn’t typical, the magazine points out—no­ 
body can really be called that. But he is 
representative. And the Marx-Engels por­ 
trait of the worker bears as little resem­ 
blance to this actual one “as a surreal­ 
ist’s nightmare.” 
He has worked for his company since 
graduating from high s c h o o l and has 
steadily moved upward. He puts in alter­ 


nate 40 and 48 hour w e e k s , for which he 
receives $108 and $140 respectively. In ad­ 
dition, he earns $40 to $50 a month for 
lunch-hour work for a catering company. 


His living standards would make Marx 
and Engels and their present - day coun­ 
terparts blink their eyes in disbelief. He. 
with his attractive wife and son. live in a 
house valued at $17,000. His car is a 1955 
medium-priced model—and the car and 
the house are the only possessions he 
owes for. The house has all the modern 
conveniences, down to the TV set. He has 
a substantial amount of life and other pro­ 
tective insurance. For a hobby, the fam­ 
ily raises registered German sheph e r d 
dogs. 
He is a good union man, though he has 
reservations about the new merger and 
the talk of a 30-hour week. H£ is also a 
Democrat—but he thinks “Ike has done a 
pretty good job.” Apparently he plans to 
vote Democratic next time, too—yet “he 
won’t be too disturbed if the Republicans 
stay in power.” 
As Newsweek sums it all up, in the way 
he lives and in his aspiration he “isn’t 
much different from other Americans.” 
The skilled American worker, in other 
words, has made and continues to make 
enormous gains, judged by any criteria. 
And the representative worker, it certain­ 
ly seems, is a fairly conservative chap, 
who likes his job and his life in general 
and isn’t easily moved to extremes of at­ 
titude. Men such as this constitute the 
core of the organized labor movement to­ 
day—and it certainly is quite a question 
as to just how susceptible they are to the 
mandates, political and otherwise, of the 
union spokesmen. It looks as if they arc 
in the habit of thinking for themselves.

NEW YORK ifu-The greatest

aren’t the men 
who yearn to 
voyage to the moon. They are 
the families who

out to the suburbs. 
Much has been made of the 
great migration away from the 
cities. Not enough attenton has 
been paid to the great trend back 
to the cities by disappointed pio­ 
neers who have found suburban 
living not all it was cracked up 
to be. 
Harsh reality has blasted their 
dream of a peaceful vine-cover­ 
ed cottage with a rose bush at 
its door, far from the hurly-burly 
of the city. They 
silently 
and 
gratefully creep 
back 
to 
the 
comfort of an apartm ent in town 
like 
frustrated 
pilgrims 
who 
started out for Mecca but found 
the journey too arduous. 
As a confirmed city lover m y­ 
self. I welcome them back home 
to refuge. But I am left with a 
feeling of sincere sympathy for 
the pitiable plight of the pitiful 
folk who are still doomed to live 
in that outer cultural darkness 
that begins where the city limits 
end 
Don’t think that the trend back 
to the cities is just a mirage on 
my part. It is real. Thousands 
who fled the city to get away 
from it all are now returning to 
get back to it all. 
A big new 
apartm ent 
house 
v as completed bere in Manhat­ 
tan last year and where do you 


think the canny owners got their 
tenants? They got a lot of them 
by placing ads in suburban news­ 
papers. The disillusioned suburb­ 
anites leaped ai the chance 
to 
call their whole 
adventure 
off 
and come back to civilization. 
They had decided that, while 
the suburbs are a great place to 
visit, they no longer wanted to 
live there. 
The suburbs, of course, are a 
fine place to raise women and 
children. But many parents are 
making 
the 
discovery 
that 
schools in the suburbs 
are no 
better than those in the city, and 
are often just as crowded. Sub­ 
urban wives complain they spend 
more time acting as chauffeurs 
for their husband and children 
than they do attending to their 
housekeeping chores. 
I asked one returnee 
to the 
city why he had come back, and 
he said: 
“ I moved out to the suburbs 
because I thought they would he 
more quiet and restful and the 
people would be more friendly. 
I gave it the old college try, but 
it didn’t work. 
“ Living in the 
suburbs 
isn’t 
restful. Ifs hard work. I’m not 
one of those 
do-it-yourself 
fel­ 
lows, but I found I had to be­ 
come my own carpenter, plumb­ 
er, 
electrician 
and 
landscape 
gardener. 
“ Just to get to my job I had 
to use three forms of transpor­ 
tation—car, train 
and 
subway. 
Most ol the time I had to stand 
up on the 45-minute train ride, 


and f was worn out by the time I 
reached my office. 
“ Friendliness? 
The 
neighbor 
on my left was a Don Juan who 
tru'd to make passes at my wife 
everytime we had a party, and 
in the suburbs you have to have 
parties all the

dom, The neighbor on my right 
was such a crackpot that after 
three weeks we only talked to 
each other through our lawyers 
“ And the conversation! All the 
people in the suburbs talk about 
is lawnmowers, the price of new 
furniture, the latest bright say­ 
ings of their kids, and whether 
the new family that moved in 
across the street is Jiving above 
its income. Gossip, Gossip. Gos­ 
sip! They all patronize the same 
diaper service, so nobody has a 
secret 
“Culture? How can you have 
culture when everybody belongs 
to the same l»ook club? 
“ The reason I came back to 
the city was to get a rest cure 
and so I could 
pick 
my 
own 
friends again and lead my own 
life. Boy, am I glad I'm back* 
When I die I don’t even want to 
lie buried in the suburbs, I was 
buried there long 
enough 
Let 
‘em scatter my ashes in the city 
streets ”

It is a basic prem ise of Communism 
that capitalism murderously exploits the 
m asses of working people, and reduces 
them, to the dullest of clods with barely 
enough oi the material things oí life to 
keep body and soul together. Thus, Marx 
and Engels wrote, in The Communist 
Manifesto: ‘‘The work of the proletarians 
has lost all individual character, and, 
consequently all charm for the workmen. 
He becomes an appendage of the m a­ 
chine, and it is only the most simple, 
most monotonous, and most easily ac­ 
quired knack, that is required oi him. 
Hence, the cost of production of a work­ 
man is restricted . . . to the means of sub­ 
sistence that he requires for his main­ 
tenance. and for the propagation of his 
race ” 
This quotation precedes a recent article 
in Newsweek entitled “The Union Man.” 
The article’s purpose is to give a picture 
of the kind of person who will “help to 
determine the course of labor-manage- 
ment relations in the United States during 
the next decade or two.” For, it is obvi­ 
ous, the powers-that-be in the newly-join­ 
ed AFL-CIO labor organization won’t get 
far unless they earn the approval of the 
15.000.000 union members. 
To sit for the picture, Newsweek chose 
a 32-vear-old layout inspector in a plant of 
one of the major auto manufacturers. He 
isn’t typical, the magazine points out—no­ 
body can really be called that. But he is 
representative. And the Marx-Engels por­ 
trait of the worker bears as little resem­ 
blance tc this actual one “as a surreal­ 
ist’s night mare.” 
He has worked for his company since 
graduating from high s c h o o l and has 
steadily .moved upward. He puts in alter­ 


nate 40 and 48 hour weeks, for which he 
receives $108 and $140 respectively. In ad­ 
dition. he earns $40 to $50 a month for 
lu n c h -h o u r work for a catering company. 
His living standards would make Marx 
and Engels and their present - day coun­ 
terparts blink their eyes in disbelief. He, 
with his attractive wife and son, live in a 
house valued at $17,000. His car is a 1955 
medium-priced model—and the car and 
"the house are the only possessions he 
owes for. The house has all the modern 
conveniences, down to the TV set. He has 
a substantial amount of life and other pro­ 
tective insurance. For a hobby, the fam ­ 
ily raises registered German sheph e r d 
dogs. 
He is a good union man, though he has 
reservations about the new merger and 
the talk of a 30-hour week. He is also a 
Democrat—but he thinks “Ike has done a 
pretty good job.” Apparently he plans to 
vote Democratic next time, too—yet “he 
won't be too disturbed if the Republicans 
stay in power.” 
As Newsweek sums it all up, in the way 
he lives and in his aspiration he “isn't 
much different from other Americans.*’ 
The skilled American worker, in other 
words, has made and continues to make 
enormous gains, judged by any criteria. 
And the representative worker, it certain­ 
ly seems, is a fairly conservative chap. 
who likes his job and his life in general 
and isn’t easily moved to extremes of a t­ 
titude. Men such as this constitute the 
core of the organized labor movement to­ 
day—and it certainly is quite a question 
as to just how susceptible they are to the 
mandates, political and otherwise, of the 
union spokesmen. It looks as if they are 
in the habit of thinking for themselves. 
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“Of course he’s the right man for her — he’s single, 
isn’t he?”

NEW YORK W—The greatest

aren’t the men who yearn to 
voyage to the moon. They are 
the families who 
have 
moved 
out to the suburbs. 
Much has been m ade of the 
great migration away from the 
cities. Not enough attenton has 
been paid to the great trend back 
to the cities by disappointed pio­ 
neers who have found suburban 
living not all it was cracked up 
to be. 
Harsh reality has blasted their 
dream of a peaceful vine-cover­ 
ed cottage with a rose bush at 
its door, far from the hurly-burly 
of the city. They 
silently and 
gratefully creep 
back 
to 
the 
comfort of an apartm ent in town 
like 
frustrated 
pilgrim s 
who 
started out for Mecca, but found 
the journey too arduous. 
As a confirmed city lover my­ 
self, I welcome them back home 
to refuge. But I am left with a 
feeling of sincere sym pathy for 
the pitiable plight of the pitiful 
folk who are still doomed, to live: 
in that outer cultural darkness 
that begin*, w here the city limits 
end. 
Pon’I think that the trend back 
to the cities is just a m irage on 
my part. It is real. Thousands 
who fled the city to get away 
from it all are now returning to 
get back to it all. 
A big new 
apartm ent house 
was completed here in Manhat­ 
tan last year and where do you 


think the canny owners got their 
tenants? They got a, lot of them, 
by placing ads in suburban news­ 
papers. The disillusioned suburb­ 
anites leaped ai the chance to 
call, their whole 
adventure off 
and come back to civilization. 
They had decided that, while 
the suburbs are a great place to 
visit, they no longer wanted to 
live there. 
The suburbs, of course, are a 
fine place to raise women and 
children. But many parents are 
m aking 
the 
discovery 
that, 
schools in the suburbs 
are no 
better than those in the city, and 
are often just as crowded. Sub­ 
urban wives complain they spend 
m ore tim e acting as chauffeurs 
for their husband and children 
than they do attending to their 
housekeeping chores. 
I. asked one returnee to the 
city why he had come back, and 
he said: 
“ I moved out to the suburbs 
because 1 thought they would be 
m ore quiet and restful and the 
people would be more friendly. 
I gave it the old college try, but 
it didn’t work. 
“ Living in the 
suburbs 
isn’t 
restful. It’s hard work. I’m not 
one of those do-it-yourself fel­ 
lows, but I found I had to be­ 
come my own. carpenter, plumb­ 
er, 
electrician 
and 
landscape 
gardener. 
“Just to get to my job 1 had 
to use three forms of transpor­ 
tation—car, train 
and 
subway. 
Most of the tim e I had to stand 
up on the 45-minute train ride, 


and I was worn out by the time I 
reached my office... 
“ Friendliness? 
The 
neighbor 
on my left was a Don Juan who 
tried to make passes at my wife 
every time we had a party, and 
in the suburbs you have to have 
parties all the 
time 
to 
keep 
£,«.m. going crazy from bore­ 
dom. The neighbor on my right 
was such a crackpot that after 
three weeks we only talked to 
each other through our lawyers. 
“ And the conversation! All the 
people in the suburbs talk about 
is lawn mowers, the price of new 
furniture, the latest bright say­ 
ings of their kids, and whether 
the new family that moved in 
across the street is living above 
its income. Gossip, Gossip. Gos­ 
sip! They all patronize the sam e 
diaper service, so nobody has a 
secret. 
“ Culture? How can you have 
culture when everybody belongs 
to the sam e book club? 
“The reason I came back to 
the city was to get a rest cure 
and so 1 could 
pick 
my 
own 
friends again and lead my own 
life. Boy, am I glad I’m back’ 
When I die I don’t eVen want to 
be buried in the suburbs. I was 
buried there long enough. 
Let 
‘cm scatter my ashes in the city 
streets .** 
Many other returned m igrants 
share his views. They feel that, 
while there are a lot of things 
wrong with city life, there’s noth­ 
ing wrong with it that, a five- 
year exile to the suburbs won’t 
make look better

Although it's a long and pain­ 
ful process,,, it sometimesis used 
to cover bad birthm arks. Gen 
orally, it is done at intervals of 
two to three weeks for a period 
of several months. 


One Drawback 
The lesion is tattoed with skin- 
colored pigment. One drawback 
to such a procedure is that this 
tattoed area will rem ain white 
when the rest of the skin is tann­ 
ed during the summ er. 
Use of this method usually is 
confined to the nevus flam meus, 
or port wine m ark. This is a flat 
lesion of 
varying 
sizes 
and 
shades of red. It is most likely 
to appear on the face, neck or 
chest as a deep stain. 
It is a very common sort of 
m ark found on about one-third of 
our babies at birth. It’s usually 
localized at the nape of the neck 
and frequently disappears with­ 
out any treatm ent. 


Effective Treatm ent 
Another way of getting rid of 
such a m ark is by use of thorium 
X 
The thorium solution, which 
produces good results in some in­ 
stances, is painted on the area 


every two weeks for six to eight j 
months It may blister, but is is 
not likely there will be any per- j 
manent scarring. 


Straws berry Mark 
The common straw berry mark 
generally will vanish, by itself 
withing a few years. Refriger­ 
ation with solid carbon dioxide 
may eliminate the m ark, but it 
sometimes results 
in scarring. 
However, there are various injec­ 
tions which help to clear up the

Russians Interpret Colonialism 


One of the most unpopular 
words in the currency of all lan­ 
guages is colonialism. The im­ 
p r e s s i o n is being given that 
colonialism, is all bad and that 
the people of all colonies suffer­ 
ed from, their oppressors; that 
no 
benefits 
whatsoever 
were 
gained through the great enter­ 
prise of establishing and main­ 
taining colonies. 
For instance, in Burma, Nik­ 
ita Khrushchev said: 
“ The colonialists convinced the 
oppressed peoples that the co­ 
lonial peoples are unable to ad­ 
m inister their countries. This lie 
was extensively inculcated into 
the minds of the peoples in or­ 
der to hold them in submission. 
But are not the Burmese just as 
gifted as, say. the Russians dr 
the British? Peoples are not di­ 
vided into capable or incapable 
'Ones. ,11 they are 
given equal 
chances, they will achieve suc­ 
cess in 'their 
devel o p m e n t 
(Stormy applause)’’. 
Stormy applause, indeed! What 
about Latvia, Lithuania, Poland? 
Are they not suffering from the 
worst kind of colonialism.? What 
about Hungary 
and 
Czechoslo­ 
vakia.? And if the Burmese were 
as capable as the British, why 
did they never develop into "a. 
powerful state as little England 
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did under Elizabeth I? 
But these questions were not 
asked in Burma. They are never 
asked because when the British, 
the French, the* Dutch control 
some weak or backward nation, 
it is called colonialism; but when 
the Russians seize such a great 
country as Hungary or East Ger­ 
many, it is called liberation. Does 
the change of words change the 
facts? It does if one goes by 
words and not by facts, and so 
m any do just that. 
In this same speech in Burma, 
Khrushchev said: 
“ 
If you need assistance, 
tell us and we will help you. We 
will help you with engineers, and 
we will share our experience 
with you , . .” 
Of course, the United States 
has .been doing all that and more 
through the Point Four program, 
but we are shy and reticent 
Therefore, we get no credit for 
what we are doing. We still blow" 
balloons up into the air and cir­ 
culate 
pam phlets 
telling 
how- 
wicked the 
Russians 
are 
but 
Khrushchev makes the world his 
hustings and delivers campaign, 
argum ents at every whistle stop 
in every country that lets him 
in. He promises heaven on earth 
and absorbs countries into the 
Soviet Universal State as though 
by osmosis, without firing a shot. 
Therefore, what he practices is 
not colonialism because Khrush­ 
chev and RuJgarun are not clive 
and raffles. They* are just two 
M a. r x i ,s t s w ho make stump 
s p e e c h e s on liberation 
and 
against colonialism. 
So Khrushchev said: 
“ I address ’the generals, of­ 
ficers. and soldiers of the Union 
of Burma with a friendly wish 
for a further technical perfec­ 
tion We, in the sam e way as you. 
are compelled, to maintain arm­ 
ed forces We bring them up ir 
the ¡spirit of love for the mother

land and in the spirit of being 
ready for self-sacrifice 
should 
this be required in. the interests

defending

motherland 
against the encroachment of for­ 
eign invaders.’’ 
What, arm ed forces? Who has 
been trying to invade either So­ 
viet Russia or Burma? Does one 
need any facts? Not these days! 
One needs only to use the telling 
words, false though they be. We 
Americans do not use the telling 
■words, Our words have no hate 
in them, no vilification. We say 
that we believe in 
democracy 
but we do not say that we are 
capitalists, for the right of a 
man to keep and use his earn­ 
ings, at his own risk and judg­ 
ment, to gain or to lose in free 
competition with others. 
No! We do not say that. What 
we say is democracy which no 
one defines so that there can be 
no mistake as to what we are 
talking about 
Others demand to know wheth­ 
er colonialism is democracy. We 
do not dare tell the wonderful 
story of the western contribution 
to the weak and backward peo­ 
ples of Asia and Africa, peoples 
who are even today adding to 
our woes and our costs of life 
When, John Foster Dulles goes 
to Congress for more foreign aid 
someone might ask him. about 
that. What about what we have 
done for such a people like the 
Chinese from 1840 to 1945? And 
they accuse us, a people w h o 
have never taken 
an inch of 
their soil, of being colonialists. 
The tim e has come to give the 
lie to this accusation of colonial­ 
ism.
